MUSTJJIRECT 


Comptroller Will Compel Them 
to Do Their Doty. 


OUTLINES

W ashington, Dec. I.—Lawrence O. 
Murray, comptroller of the currency, I 
has taken steps to compel directors of 
national banks “to direct.” He was 
convinced by the things disclosed by 
tho failure of the F irst National bank 
a t Mineral Point, Wis., an officer of 
which bank took the bank’s funds on 
notes to which nam es of local citizens 
were forged, causing a shortage of 
four tim es the capital stock, that bank 
exam iners cannot be expected to de 
tect a situation of th at kind involving 
the validity of or the value of local: 
discounts unless the directors cooper-‘ 
ate with th* exam iner by perform ing' 
their full duties. The directors had no 
knowledge of w hat was going on. 
In the case of the W isconsin bank 
it became known th at the directors 
had not met for six months preceding 
the failure, and that a so-called “dis 
count and exam ining com m ittee” of 
the directors had never met. 
In a 
statem ent 
Comptroller 
Murray 
out 
lined the steps he bas taken and the 
policy he will pursue to compel the 
bank officers to perform their full du 
ties in the future. 
The com ptroller’s statem ent follows: 
“In order to round out a general 
plan of the com ptroller of the currency 
In regard to the control by the dlrec 
tors of the banks under their super 
vision, he asked about 20,500 national 
banks, which now* hold board meetings 
at infrequent intervals, to amend and* 
forward to this office a copy of th e ir, 
by-laws as amended to provide for at j 
least monthly meetings of the board 
of directors: for the appointm ent of 
examining and discount com m ittees;) 
for the approval by the board of di-j 
rectors of all loans and discounts at | 
these monthly meetings, and for the 
recording of such approval in penna 
ncnt form. 
“H ereafter, as soon as an application 
for a national bank is approved. th e ( 
organizers of it will be told that they] 
must submit with the organization pa 
pers a copy of their by-laws, which, 
must provide for at least 
monthly! 
meetings and for discount and exam 
iring committees. Under this plan the | 
banks organized hereafter will have 
to comply with the requirem ents of 
the com ptroller before the charter is 
issued “
